Strin g beans were 15 cents a quarter 
peck; spinach, IO cent* a quarter 
peck; lima beaus, 20 cents a pint 
and 30 cents a quart; grapes, IO 
cents a quart box; cantaloupes, five 
to 15 cents each : tomatoes, 30 to 50 
cents a half bushel basket; K eefer 
pears, IO cents for a tw o-quart box;
